BIG OVERSUBSCRIPTION 
OF 
THE LIBERTY LOAN ASKED 
TO END THE WAR QUICKLY 


BY H. N. RICKEY,

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—The at- 
titude of every responsible official of 
the government from President Wil- 
son down, is that a lai-ge war sub- 
scription of the second liberty loan 
will do more to break down the re- 
sistance of the Germans and 
thus 
hasten the end of the war than any 
military effort 
that 
is 
possible by 
America or her allies this fall. 


By 
a 
large 
over-subscription 
is 
meant a subscription totaling five bil- 
lion dollars, which is the maximum 
amount asked for by the secretary' of 
the treasury. 


Three billion dollars is the mini- 
mum amount that the immediate fi- 
nancial necessities of the government 
require. 


Should the subscriptions fall short 
of this minimum, not only would the 
government be greatly embarrassed in 
carrying out Its vast military plans, 
but Germany would be stimulated to 
renewed effort and determination. 


Thero have been signs during the 
last few months of growing unrest not 
only among the German civilian popu- 
lation, but among the German 
fighting 
forces, both on land and sea. 


While the president and his close 
advisers are not overly optimistic as 
to the extent of this unrest, their in- 
formation from the highest European 
sources is that the German people arc 
beginning to reiilize what they will be 
up against when the -main industrial 
and 
financial 
power of America has 
been mobilized and is ready to deliver 
its blow. 


There is not the slightest doubt that 
this fear of America and hopelessness 
o? their situation when America gets 
on a war footing are slowly, but sure- 
ly undermining 
the 
mox'ale of the 
German people. 


The ruling class in Germany has up 
to now been able to overcome the ef- 
fect of this fear to some extent by 
making light 
of 
America's military 
preparations. 


Ever since America declared war, 
ever avenue of publicity in Germany 
has been used by the kaiser and his 
fellow autocrats to picture America to 
the German 
people 
as a nation of 
greedy decadant braggards who were 
simply bluffing 
when • they 
talked 
about really 
fighting 
Germany. 


•We have 
nothing 
to 
fear from 
these soft Y^ankee shopkeepers. When 
they reach the point in their war pre- 
parations that they are called upon 
to make real sacrifices for the war, 
they will quit like 
a 
lot of yellow 
dogs." 


This in effect is what the German 
people have been and are being told 
by their rulers. 


Whether or not the kaiser and his 
crowd believe this is entirely beside 
the question. 


They are trying to make the Ger- 
man people believe it, and to sòme ex- 
tent are succeeding, for the German 
people require a lot of evidence to 
convince them that every word spok- 
en by their divine-right kaiser is not 
inspired. 


Little by little the evidence from 
America has been sifting into Ger- 
many and having the desired effect, 
as shown by speeches by the more in- 
dependent members of the reichstag, 
and guarded articles in the less cowed 
newspapers. 


When a largo ileet of American de- 
stroyers began 
hunting 
U-boats in 
European waters, the German people 
were told that the fleet consisted of a 
few ancient tubs that couldn't do the 
U-boats any harm. 


When Pershing's regulars landed in 
France, the German people were told 
that they were a more handful of un- 
trained men who couldn't stand up 
before a single German regiment, and 
that it would be months, maybe a year 
or two, before America could, get even 
100,000 troops to France. 


Then came the first Liberty Loan 
and the 50 per cent oversubscription. 
The kaisir and his crowd had to do 
some tali explaining. 


There is good reason to believe that 
the result of the first Liberty Loan 
opened the eyes of millions of Ger- 
mans to the faot that America,. richer 
than any other three nations in the 
world, with 110,000.000 people and un- 
matched natural resources, was an 
aemy to be nckpa«d>jiUk.

of this country were willing to do what 
the kaiser and his crowd had told them 
they would not do—back up their gov- 
ernment with their dollars. 


Anlerica had been pictured to them 
as a divided nation, di-agooned into the 
war by a British-loving president in 
collusion with munition makers and 
other capitalists; and here were mil- 
lions of Americans subscribing 
for 
three billions of 3 % per cent war bonds 
—a billion more than their president 
asked for. 


And now America is raising her sec- 
ond Liberty Loan at the very time the 
German people are more discouraged 
and moi-e restless, and unless all signs 
fail are nearer to the point of revolu- 
tion than at any time during the war. 


A few weeks after the world, in- 
cluding Germany, knows the result of 
this second loan, the German reichstag 
will meet. 


Can there be any doubt what the 
effect of a 
five-biilion-dollar 
subscrip- 
tion to this loan will have on the reichs- 
tag? 


Can there be any doubt what 
the 
effect would be on the hungrj', war- 
weary, disillusioned German people? 


And by the same token can there be 
any doubt what would )>e the efTect if 
the minimum amount of three billion 
dollars asked for by the government Is 
not subscribed? 


It is literally true that the grip of tlio 
kaiser and his Prussian militarists on 
the German people 
is going to 
bo 
tightened or loosened in exact propor- 
tion to the over-subscription or under- 
subscription 
to tho second 
Liberty 
Loan. 


If this were merely my opinion 1 
would not take the trouble to write it. 
If it were merely the opinion of the 
officials of the government it would 
be interesting, but not necessarily con- 
clusive. 
But it is the unalterable and 
unanswerable logic or the situation, en- 
tirely apart from anj'one's opinion. 


That is why President Wilson and 
every member of his cabinet and every 
other official of the government, why 
every man of influence and vision in 
the country, is pleading with you, men. 
women and children, to buy Liberty 
Bonds to the very limit of your finan- 
cial ability. 


They are not asking you 
even 
to 
make a sacrifice, although they would 
be fully justified in asking you to make 
the greatest possible sacrifice. 


They are asking you to do this, not 
simply because the government needs 
the money to pay the expenses of the 
Avar, but because they know that the 
way to end the war quickly is to prove 
to the German people that th'e richest 
and potentially the most powerful na- 
tion in the world is in the war with its 
last dollar. 


I venture the prediction that every 
American who does not do his full duty 
by buying Liberty Bonds to the limit 
of his cash resources and his borrowing 
ability, will regret It as long as 
h'j 
lives. 


And what is more, I know that is the 
way the president feels about It.

pation be amusement or research. So 
there had to 
be 
books. 
And there 
never were nearly enough.

But, economically speaking, he has 
taken that prodigious step which sep- 
rarates savagery from barbarism; he 
has abstained 
from immediate

sumption of goods in hand; he ha» 
saved something. 


The characteristic of barbarism, a» 
distinguished from savagery, is 
that 
people have saved something; 
they 
possess flocks and herds. 
When pa- 
tient Jesuits sought 
to drag 
South 
American Indians across this cthno-. 
logic gap by introducing cattle grow- 
ing. their everstanding difficulty was 
that if a couple of Indians happened 
to be hungry and saw a steer they 
promptly killed it, cut out a fine steak, 
feasted, and went their way. 
So long 
a.s they had what they wanted to eat 
at the mojnent tho argument that they 
might want tho rest of that steer the 
next winter struck them as merely 
academic. 


When the man with a hundred dol- 
lars in cash deliberately sets that apart 
from present consumption, resolutely 
foregoes the immediate 
satisfactions 
obtainable from It, and lays it up for 
a far-off winter, merely multiplying 
a hundred cents bj- a hundred does not 
express what he has gained. The man 
without a margin, who must depend on 
each day's chance for that day's needs, 
lives with a ball and chain on his leg. 
A government bond, as distinguished 
from that much cash to be spent, at 
least puts some rubber into the chain. 
It is not merely as good as ceish but 
much better.

One of the elaborate suites for royal 
visitors has been occupied but once in 
.seventy-flvo years. 
All that time, year 
in and year out, it h a s been maintained 
at a. huge expense. 
The paintings on 
the walls of this suite cost $1,300,000 
and are worth f a r more than that now. 
All these years they have h u n g there 
waiting for the eyes of some half-crazy 
European m o n a r c h to fall upon them 
and not one has so m u c h as glanced at 
them. 
I told you in the beginning that 
t his was the story of a madhouse. 
You 
can judge now whether I was right. 


Years came and went and the royal 
beds were made and the floors polished 
and the priceless furniture wiped and 
dusted and

Wayne birdboy, and his mother. Mrs. 
Smith, who is touring Japan with him. 
The other copy shows Art 
and 
his 
mother 
standing 
by 
their 
airplane 
ready to fly at Kakakashl. 


The following is taken from 
the 
Manchuria Daily News and will be of 
interest to Smith's many Fort Wayne 
friends: 


"The three special trains composed 
of box (covered) and gondola (open.' 
cars accommodating in all 3,350 peo- 
ple, which were run from Dairen to 
Kakakashi (the scene of Mr. Smith's 
flying exhibitions) were all packed to 
suffocation. 
It may be reminded that 
none of the cars had seating accom- 
modation, and men, women, and chil- 
dren, packed like sardines, had to be 
on their legs all the way to the destina- 
tion, unless they squatted on the floor 
like aborigines, which posture would 
have been choking and untenable. Re- 
turn tickets were specially issued for 
these passengers. 
One cost 40 sen. 


"Even on the 
ordinary 
passenger 
trains, of which there were three avail- 
able to intending visitors to the 
flying 
ground in time for the exhibition, no 
free 
pass 
was 
honoured 
yesterday. 
Every one in the S. M. R. Co. service, 
from the members of the directorate 
downwards, had to pay the ordinary 
fare, excepting of course Mr. Smith, 
Mrs. Smith, Sr., Mr. Kushibiki (Man- 
ager), etc. 


"The last passenger train available 
which was scheduled to, leave Dairen 
at 1:50 p. m., but really started at 2:10 
p. m., was 
composed 
of 
altogether 
twenty cars. 
The press of crowd at 
the ticket window was awful, and a 
few policemen had to be about to en- 
fo2-ce order. 
The eager crowds made 
a dash for the cars the moment the 
police permitted them. 
Soon every car 
was filled up. and every bit of stand- 
ing space even on the platforms was 
taken up. 
A good number more were 
picked up at Choushuitzu 
Junction, 
where many from up north, such as 
Chinchou, Wafangtien, etc.. must have 
joined the excursion party. 


"Among the visitors poured forth 
from the last train at the destination 
wei-e observed Mrs. Smith, Sr., with 
Mr. Kushibiki, Mr. A. A. Williamson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Larkins, Mr. Winning, 
and several foreign guests at the Ya- 
mato hotel. 


"There were already a dense throng 
of visitors forming a'thick wall along 
a long line of ropes marking off one 
side of the flying ground. 
Thousands 
of them 
came 
from 
Port 
Arthur. 
Seven men 
who 
had 
followed 
Mr. 
Smith's party all the way from Tokyo 
to Formosa, Chosen, etc., were selling 
pictorial post cards, giving pictures of 
American aviator, his mother, and 
fancy flights, etc., toy aeroplanes, 
They all appeared to be driving 
thriving business. 


"They hired extra men 
to 
peddle 
their wares and one of them asked Mr. 
Kushibiki himself to buy some." 


"The sheds on the beach were used 
as improviso visitors' stands, and Mr. 
Smith and his assi.^^tants were 
seen 
hard at work, looking after the details 
after re-erecting the biplane. 
There 
was nothing particular to distinguish 
it from others of its kind to a layman's 
eye, but we understand that it is one 
of the Curtis system with many im- 
provements devised and introduced by 
its owner, which impart thereto special 
advantages and make it superior to 
others of the sams system beyond com- 
parison. 


"There were Mi-. Kabayama (direc- 
tor of the S. M. R. Co., under whose 
auspices the exhibition was pulled off), 
a group of military officers, a large 
number of ladies, etc., watching the 
re-ei-ecting operation. 


"The machine was pushed forward on 
its wheels far out west to nearer the 
shore. 


"Mr. Smith was heard 
remarking 
that the broad expanse of the sandy 
b6ach gently sloping down to the shore 
made a most excellent flying ground, 
indeed none better he had yet

with in his professional tour In Japan 
and her colonies.

two to five pounds to each customer 
at 10 and 11 cents a pound, the lower 
price prevailing only in those stores 
where patriotism ranks above avarice. 
The present famine conditions in the 
sugar trade are not expected to be re- 
lieved before July 1, when the first 
of the new crop arrives. 


Details of the plan to conserve the 
meager supply and keep the price at 
11 cents maximum were worked

wholesale and retail dealers. 


Under the rules adopted housewives 
will be able to buy f r o m their grocers 
once every ten days 
or two 
weeks 
bags containing not more than 
two, 
three and a half or five pounds, ac- 
cording to the size of their families. 
Large consumei-s will buy direct from 
the wholesalers. 
Out of 14,000 retail 
grocers in the city more than 
half 
were represented and agreed to the 
program.

nur.ses, but the trained ones. We have 
for years co-operated 
with 
the Na- 
tional Educational association. 
Our 
schools are 
overflowing, 
and educa- 
tional Interest seems to be much stim- 
ulated. 
T h e 
woman's committee 
of 
the council of national education was 
appointed to exist during the time of 
the Avar. 
There are no easy tasks in 
this time for anyone. Last night when 
I said 'We light this liberty bond bon- 
fii-e Avith the torch of under.standing 
and loyal service, in token of the un- 
quenchable love of liberty,' I felt I not 
only spoke for F o r t Wayne, but for

Fort Wayne is not in the grasp of a 
coal famine and there is no need to 
' fear such a state in the near future at 
least, reported the members of the 
council 
eoal 
committee 
before the 
I council body, in regular session, Tues- 
, day night. 


A municipal coal yard would not be 
practical at this time, however, the 
committee reported. The fact that the 
city has not been in position to con- 
tract for large shipments of coal and, 
under conditions which now hold the 
nation, would be able to get only a 
few scattered loads of the fuel, such 
a venture would not be worth the ex- 
pen.se to the city until careful prepar- 
ation and contracting is carried on, it 
was pointed out. 


Councilmen Korte and Schlebecker 
announced that 
the 
committee has 
been in conference with several Fort 
Wayne coal dealers individually and 
that these men pi'omise that the city 
will not be without coal during the 
winter months. 
Coal men state that 
tbey aie getting a part of their origi- 
nal contracts and that they are as- 
sured that the entire amount Avill be 
made up before spring. 


The council was told that coal men 
of the city expect large shipments of 
the mineral after existing strike con- 
ditions have been settled and the rail- 
roads have readjusted their shipping 
schedules. 
The industrial and trans- 
portation .systems 
are 
now in the 
course of change and the present coal 
state is the most delicate that is ex- 
pected this year. 


Members of the coal committee an- 
nounced that they will continue their 
efforts to better the fuel conditions of 
the cty and that they have been prom- 
ised the help of railroad officers sta- 
tioned here. 
A meeting 
of all coal 
dealers of Fort Wayne may be called 
by the council committee in the near 
future, it was reported. 
An effort for 
such a conference has already been 
made, but several of the coal dealers 
were out of the city last week when the 
discussion was to have been held.

The General Electiic had upwards 


of 2,500 men and women in the parade 
and the arrangements of the various 
departments and the floats was excel- 
lent and attracted a gieat deal of a{- 
tention from the spectators. Leading 
the division were two electrical indus- 
trial trucks, used in conveying mate- 
ial and machinery about the shops and 
yards, bearing five-foot G. E. mono- 
grams with variegated lights. Back 
of ttisse came the General Electric 
Works' band; then the fire depart- 
ment with upwards of forty men, all 
wearing uniform. Following the fire- 
men was a large painted sign. The 
next float was an industrial truck b'ear- 
ing-an automatic screw machine, elec- 
trically operated by one of the em- 
ployes, making cartridge shells such as 
are used in 'a Springfield rifle, which 
were handed out by a young lady in 
overalls to the people along the line. 
This feature attracted more attention 
from the spectators than many others 
in the. parade. Following the cartridge 
making float weie the male employes 
of the big works, headed by a dozen 
or more of the apprentices carrying 
the large flag belonging to the tool 
making depaitment, which figtired so 
"conspicuously in the big parade a year 
ago. Every thirty or forty feet along 
the platoon of employes was a Roman 
banner, on the circular and upper por- 
tion of which was the G- E. monogram. 
Then came a number of the pictures 
of the United States treasury building, 
borne aloft by men in the line. Last 
of all, but not the least interesting, 
were the women employed, in the of- 
flces and shops, who were' neatly at- 
tired and bore numerous banneis and 
flags. There were about 400 ladies in 
the line.

Hon John Barrett, director g'eheral 


of the Pan-American^Unipn in Wash- 
ington, D. C,, arrived in Fort Wayne, 
Saturday horning, from South^Bend, 
where on Friday he addressed the real 
estate dealers of the state in annual 
Convention. Mr. Barrett was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Liberty Loan dem- 
onstration here Saturday afternoon. 


In an interview with a Sentinel re- 


porter, Mr. Barrett gave rauchy inter- 
esting information regarding 'the war 
and its effect upon Pan-America and 
Pan-Americanism. He spoke as fol- 
lows: 


The end of the war will be the be- 


ginning of a new era for Pan- 
Amencaand Pan-Americanism. After 
the war will come a new America 
which will mean a new "all Amei- 
ica," or Pan-America, and a new 
Pan-Americanism. In the crucible 
of this mighty struggle are being 
burned out the old animosity, the old 
distrust' between North 'and South 
America 
The purified resinue will 


be a new mutual confidence, a new 
good will and a new co-operation for 
the common good 
Pan-American 


comity and commerce, Pan-Ameii- 
can travel and trade, Pan-American 
intercourse and intimacy will then 
have a new inspiration and a new 
force.

When tho war is concluded, we 


will realize that it has done more 
than any other international in- 
fluence since the declaration of thes 
Monroe Doctrine in 1823, to develop 
ideal and petmanent Pan-Ame,Jean 
solidarity; £hat it has accomplished 
more than all the diplomatic notes 
of a centuiy to make the Monroe 
Doctrin«\ an unquestioned principle 
in the relationship of nations. After 
the war the Monroe Doctrine must 
and will become a great Pan-Amer- 
ican doctrine.

Information of large importance to 


the families of soldiers from Allen 
county now in the service was re- 
ceived by C. R. Lane, chairman of the 
Civilian Relief committee, Red Cross, 
Thursday morning relative to a case 
'of a wife and mother compelled'to 
support a family of herself and seven 
children by wages drawn from the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company. The 
letter reads as follows: 


"Answering your letter relative to 


the method to be pursued to force a 
soldier to contribute part of his pay to 
his family, I must say that until this 
time there was no legal way by which 
part of a man's pay could be taken 
from him. Under a recent act^of con- 
gress, however, provision is made for 
the allottment of pay by men to de- 
pendents, the same being compulsory 
as to a wife. This bill also provides 
lor family allowances by the govern- 
ment which In the case" referred to 
would amount to $60 per month, the 
law giving a wife and two children 
$32.50 per month with $5 additional 
for each/additional child but restrict- 
ing the maximum allowance to ?50. 
If It is true as you say that the hus- 
band is a sergeant drawing $60 a 
month the law will compel him to 


i allot $30 of this to his wife, this should 
' give her an income from these sources 
' of $80 which amount might be sup- 
i plemented by the chapter If neces- 
j sary." 


This advice was given by Hon. 


W. Frank Persons, director general, 
civilian relief, of the American Red 
Cross. 


Mr. Person also advises that an ap- 


plication should be filed with the gov- 
ernor of the Soldiers' home at Ma- 
rion, for the admission of Private Me-

The important statement made by 


M. Geoffray, the French ambassador 
at Madrid, that he was convinced that 
the escape of the German submarine 
from Cadiz harbor was due to German 
corruption of certain Spanish subordi- 
nate authorities, 'is specially signif- 
cant Tho whole incident, indeed, is 
only another proof of the activity 
which still characterizes the German 
propaganda in Spain, and of the com- 
pleteness with which it has been or- 
;anized. There is no question at all of 
Spanish good faitlHn the matter, as far 
as the chief authorities are concerned. 
Indeed, on the first news of the matter, 
the action taken by the authorities cer- 
tainly lacked nothing in point of en- 
ergy or thoroughness. Tho chief su- 
perintendent of the Cadiz arsenal and 
the chief of the naval district were 
both relieved of their positions, whilst 
the government promised a full in-, 
vestigation into the whole matter. The 
result of that investigation will be 
awaited with interest, but, meanwhile, 
it is particularly welcome to find that 
the incident has not produced, as it 
was cleaily hoped it might, the least 
ill-feeling between the Allies and 
Spain. In fact, the Spanish foreign 
minister, the Marques dc Lema, in a 
recent 'interview, expressed himself 
as specially gratified with the moder- 
ate terms in which the allied press had 
dealt with the subject. 


As a matter of fact, of course, all the 


Allies have had a too long and a too 
intimate experience of German in- 


trigue not to recognize it when they 
see it, and to sympathize fully with 
those who suffer by it. As the Paris 
Temps very Justly remarked in regard 
to the incident, what is of the most im- 
portance is to bring the whole affair 
Into the light, and to find a remedy for 
the real causes which contributed to 
the escape of the submarine. 
"The 


friendship which unites the Allies and 
Spain is free from all arriere-pensee, 
and it will only be strengthened by 
casting full light on the, whole affair." 


The world, outside the Central Eu- 


ropean confederation, is beginning to 
realize that few activities of nationa 
life in any country can bo said with 
ceiiainty to be rree-rrom the taint oi 
German Intrigue, and, whilst it is hard 
to imagine that the world has any- 
thing to learn about this Intrigue, stil 
every additional uncovering of means 
and methods is an additional security 
for all concerned. In this paiticular 
instance the German,propagandist has 
gained his'particular object, the sub 
marine U-293 has escaped from Cadiz 
but if the incident provokes in Spain 
that firm-handed dealing with the 
whole question which is so urgently 
needed, the account between the .two 
nations will show a very large balance 
in favor of Spain and the Allies.

In my little mission Sunday school

1 tears from the listeners' eyea. _, That 
he had never so much as tasted a drop 
of intoxicating drink until a few years 
after reaching this country. The young* 


k couple had married just before com- 
,ing over;'had lived well and happily 
upon his good wages—the man wait an 
excellent shoemaker—then, at last, 
•ome ward politicians, seeing "a possi- 
ble ally, began to ply the young man 
with various temptations. /So freely 
did they "stand treat" that soon they 
seemed to own him, body and soul. 


The devoted sisters, broken-hearted, 


worked day and night to pay the rent, 
buy the necessary clothing and provide 
food and fuel for the "whole aix of 
them. 
Occasionally, they falterlngly 


told me, "he" provided a bag.of pea- 
nuts Saturday nights. Soon this once 
industrlSus, kindly and respectable 
husband and father became surly, then 
abusive, even brutal. 
They were 


strangers in the city and, as a lawyer's 
daughter, it seemed my duty to see to 
it that the worried little family should 
be protected. 
Thus it was that'the 


rum-poisoned man was sent to jail for 
three months. During this time the 
two devoted Scotch sisters struggled 
hopefully on, peace reigning in the 
humble home. For a very brief time 
after his home-coming the man of the 
house did all that could be expected 
of him, then came the relapse. After 
drinking himself into a frenzy, he foil 
into a sodden sleep to awaken the next 
day more a demon than JL human be- 
ing. He entered the tiny kitchen and, 
without a moment's warning, caught 
up a carving knife, made a swift rush 
upon his little daughter, and would 
probably have killed her had not a 
Scotch friend of the family entered 
the house Jus}; in time to fling himself 
between the frenzied father and the 
trembling child. In saving the little 
girl the man received a slash across 
one cheek, the scar of which will never 
fade.x The result was a Jail sentence 
for the offender, a longer but sadder 
period of'peace in the household, and 
then the whole pitiful story over again.

Only a short time after the second 
release the man again came home one 
night like a maniac- - The house was

I glanced fearfully toward the closed 
door, made a motion to rise; then the 
almost dying woman whispered trem- 
blingly, "Oh, don't leave me; sing, 
sing, just that hymn, Miss Mary." Re- 
calling this man's dreadful temper 
when in liquor, I was for an instant 
panic-stricken. 
One glance at the 


woman's fear-blanched face decided 


me. With an immense effort of will I 
waa able to continue the singing, what 
hymn I cannot recollect. A moment 
later the dreaded creature entered and 
reeled into the chair between me and 
the door, glaring at me with eyes that 
reminded me of a caged beast Breath- 
Ing a prayer for guidance and help, I 
sang t othe end of the very last verse, 
sub-consciously wonderlngxwhit to do 
next Could ijtwape past that sodden 
creature? 
Suddenly the drtinkard

Cold Air Baths Help to Foil Germs 


That Cause Bronchitis. 


Bronchitis is a winter disease which 


is said to be responsible for one-tenth 


to one-seventh of all 
illness. 


It causes an in- 


flammation 
of 
the 


broncial tubes with' 
the 
production of 


mucus or phlegm. 
The bronchi are the 
tubes 
which 
lead 


from the trachea into 


the lungs. The first part of the air 
tube is the nose- This leads into the 
back of the mouth, called the phar- 
ynx. 
The next part of the tube, that 


which contains the vocal cords is the 
larnyx. Be low this is a low tube com- 
monly called the windpipe, which con- 
ducts air from the area in which the 
vocal cords are through-the neck and 
into the chest at the root of the lungs. 
Here the trachea divides into two 
bronchi, one running to each lung. 


When this passage becomes inflamed 


and produces mucus It Irritates the 
throat and causes the patient to cough 
In order to get rid of it. Accompany- 
ing the cough may be feve?, loss of 
appetite and diarrhoea. 
_ 


The infection responsible for these 


disorders is caused by a germ. In 
more than 50 per cent of the cases of 
bronchitis the germ responsible is the 
same germ that causes common colds. 


Other cases of bronchitis are due to 


the same germ that causes pneumonia. 


To prevent acute cases of bronchitis 


the first rule is to keep away from all 
persons known to be suffering with the 
disease'. 


Avoid hot, close rooms where the 


air is known to be stale and dirty. 


If strong enough to stand it take a 


cola sponge or a cold air bath every 
day throughout the winter. 


If you do catch the disease it can 


be cured quickly If the' victim goes to 
bed and stays' there quietly for a day 
or two at the first signs of the attack. 


Colds of the Head Kind Lead to Seri- 


ous Ones if Neglected. 


Colds We largely preventable—even 


at this time of the year. 
-"This in spite of the fact that the 
germs that cause them are with us 
always. It Is only when the system is 
weakened in' its normal resistance, 
however, that the germs succeed in 
breaking down the defences, and, en- 
tering the tissues, produce that acute 
inflammation of the throat and nasal 
passages known as a head cold. 


A cold may be contracted by going 


without proper wraps, or bareheaded, 
by wetting the feet, by indulging in 
violent exertion without proper after- 
precautions, such as a cold shower 
and rub down with a coarse towel. 


Many of those little indiscretions in 


persons accustomed to indoor life may 
produce the head cold. And the tend- 
ency of every head cold is to extend 
downward, involving 'the 
larynx— 


"laryngtis," the bronohli — "bron- 
chitis," and even the lungs—"pneu- 
monia." 
Often a neglected cold pre- 


pares the way for tuberculosis. 


Colds 
are 
often 
contagious to 


healthy persons, since the germs 
which have succeeded in invading the 
tissues acquire increased virulence and 
are thus able to infect persons whose 
resistance is nearer normal. 
> 


Colds should not be neglected. 
If 


they refuse to respond to simple home 
treatment, a physician should be con- 
sulted. 


Prevent 
colds by the exercise of 


care to Vvoid diminishing the body 
resistance. Do'not be in too great a 
hurry to abandon warm wraps and 
rubbers because the weather happens 
to modify. 


On the other hand much may be 


done to toughten the body's resistance. 
Bathe the neck and chest each morn- 
ing with cold water. 
Practice deep 


breathing. Keep out of doors as much 
as possible. Keep bedroom windows 
open. 


Germs That Cause Pneumonia Wait 


Like Submarines. . 


With the coming of cold weather 


pneumonia—"captain of the men of 
death" will begin to strike down Its 
victims. People talk with some close 
personal friend one day and a few 
days later learn_ that he has been se- 
lected for the lightning-like stroke de- 
livered by "pneumonia. 


Yet practically no person In perfect 


health is in,any great danger of con- 
tracting the disease under - ordinary 
circumstances 
-

" It requires the presence of the germs 
and some outside influence which so 
lowers one's vltalfty that the growth 
of the germ goes on practically un- 
opposed by natural forces. In other 
words, anything that disturbs the nor- 
mal balance encourages the growth of 
disease germs of every variety, f 
\ Fatigue^ is one cause. 
The tired 


feeling one,experionces after prolonged 
effort of any kind is simply the sum to- 
tal of the protests coming from every 
cell in tho body against overwork. In 
this condition the cells are unable to 
put up a good flght and so they suc- 
cumb to the onslaught of the disease 
germs because they are so tired that 
there is practically no flght left in 
them. 
„ 


Loss of sleep and over-eating also 


rae predisposing causes. The first op- 
erates by leaving the cells partially ex- 
hausted by the work of the previous 
waking hours. For it is only during 
sleep that fatigue exhaustion is neu- 
tralized. 
~" 


Over-eating clutters up the body with 


a lot of mote than useless material 
that has to be handled and the body 
Is unable to do this and at the same 
time maintain its defenses at the max- 
imum strength. 


Stale air, another cause, is practical- 


ly always the result of the presence 
of a number of, peisons in the place 
where it is found. Air that Is thus de- 
ficient in oxygen cannot keep the func 
tions of the body going at a normal 
pace and so thus loogcd and hampered, 
it is in a fair way tofall easily be- 
fore the onslaughts of waiting germs.

A similar attempt in 1916 


with unimportant forces failed com- 
pletely. In the recent operations the 
enemy employed the major part of its 
fleet and his overwhelming superiority 
enabled him, to carry out embarkation 
rapidly and successfully.

only was able to do its best to hinder 
these efforts and to inflict maximum 
losses- With this object we delivered 
a series of attacks, using all the naval 
resources in our possession. 


Enemy Losses Heavy. 


"As a result of these operations the 


enemy lost through mines, submarine 
attacks and artillery flre, two dread- 
naughts, one cruiser, twelve to'rpedo 
boats, one transport and 
numerous 


mine sweepers, all of which were put 
out of action. Their ultimate fate'is 
unknown. We have established the 
loss of only six enemy toipedo boats, 
two of which were of the small type 
and were sunk by gun flre from our 
position on Moon island. 
The other 


torpedo boats were sunk in combats or 
blown up by mines. The wreck of the 
torpedo boat T-69 is visible on^a sand 
bank in Kassaf bay. Further our coast 
batteries sank four enemy torpedo 
boats.

"Our losses are the ship of the line 


Slava and a large torpedo boat destroy- 
er of the Grom type. The efficiency 
of our other ships has been maintained 
completely."

Fifteen German fighting ships, in- 


cluding two dreadnaughts, were put 
out of action by the Russians during 
the action last week in and around 
the islands at the head of the Gulf of 
Riga. The Russian admiralty says the 
ultimate fate of the larger ships is not 
known, but that it has bee nestabhsh- 
ed the Germans lost at least six tor- 
pedo boats.

A Terrible Threat. 


Reprisals were threatened in an official 


German communication which in part 
reads: 


"For every brick which falls 
from 


peaceful German homes, whole rows of 
mildings will be overthrown in Pans." 


The official French report of the at- 


tempted German raid reads as follows: 


"The first Zeppelin brought down fell 


at St. Clement, on the borders of the for- 
est of Mondon, ten kilometers from Lu- 
neville. It wag seen at 6:20 a. m. jour- 
neying with two other Zeppelins. It was 
at once attacked by one of our armies, 
defense section. At first a series of 
shells were fired at the Zeppelin when it 
was distant about 4,000 meters.

Kaiser's Zep Fleet Almost Gone. 


Summing up the extent of the disaster 


to the German air fleet, the report says

probably 100 Zeppelins, of which sixteen 
ffere destroyed before the war. The 
osses officially reported by the allies 
were six ;ji 1914, sixteen in 1915, twenty- 
Ive for 1916 and three for 1917. Thus 
;he minimum of sixty-six Zeppelins have 
seen destroyed, to which must be added 
lialf a dozen more lost by accid_ent and 
in experimental trials. Deducting nia- 


Zurich, Monday, Oct. 22.—Fiieder- 


Ichshafen is in mourning over the loss 
of at least four Zeppelins in the ill- 
fated raid on England, according to ad- 
vices received here from Swiss towns 
on Lake Constance. The majority of 
the crews of the destroyed Zeppelins 
lived in Friederichshafen, where they 
received their training. The king of 
Wuerttemberg has bent messages of 
condolence to the families of the men 
lost in the raid. The Swiss newspa- 
pers express the opinion that the dis- 
aster in France is a deathblow to air- 
craft of the Zeppelin type. The new- 
est Zeppelins, according to news ic- 
ceived heie, are 706 feet long and 78 
in diameter. They have eight engines 
developing 2,000-horse power and are 
able to stay m the air 50 hours with a 
ciew of 20 men and a load of projec- 
tiles.

Washington, D. C., Oct 24.—The at- 


titude of every responsible official of 
the government from President Wil- 
son down, is that a large war sub- 
scription of the second liberty loan 
will do more to break down the re- 
sistance of the Germans and thus 
hasten the end of the war than any 
military effort that is possible by 
America or her allies this fall. 


By a large over-subscription ii 


meant a subscription totaling flve bil- 
lion dollars, which Is the maximum 
amount asked for by the secretary of 
the treasury. 


Three billion dollars is the mini- 


mum amount that the Immediate fi- 
nancial necessities of the government 
require. 


Should the subscriptions fall short 


of this minimum, not only would the 
government be greatly embarrassed in 
carrying out- its vast military plans, 
but Germany would be stimulated to 
renewed effort and determination. 


There have been signs during the 


last few months of growing unrest not 
Only among the German civilian popu- 
lation, but among the German fighting 
forces, both on land and sea. 


While the president and his close 


advisers are not overly optimistic as 
to the extent of this unrest, their in- 
formation from the highest European 
sources is that the German people are 
beginning to realize what they will be 
up against when the main industrial 
and financial power of America has 
been mobilized and is ready to deliver 
its blow. 


There Is not the slightest doubt that 


this fear of America and hopelessness 
of their situation when America gets 
on a war footing are slowly, but sure- 
ly underlining 
the 
morale of the 


German people. 


The ruling class in Germany has up 


to now been able to overcome the ef- 
fect of this fear to some extent by 
making light 
of America's military 


preparations. 


Ever since America declared war, 


ever avenue of publicity in Germany 
has been used by tho kaiser and his 
fellow autocrats to picture America to 
the German people as a nation of 
greedy decadant braggards who were 
simply bluffing 
when 
they talked 


about really fighting Germany. 


"We have 
nothing to fear from 


these soft Yankee shopkeepers. When 
they reach the point in their war pre- 
parations that they are called upon 
to make real sacrifices for the war, 
they will quit like 
a 
Ipt of yellow 


dogs." 


This In effect Is what the German 


people have been and are being told 
by their rulers. 


Whether or not the kaiser and his 


crowd believe this is entirely beside 
the question. 


They are trying to make the Ger- 


man people believe It, and to some ex- 
tent are succeeding, for tho German 
people require iv lot of evidence to 
convince them that every word spok- 
en by their divine-right kaiser is not 
inspired. 


Little by little the evidence from 


America has been Hitting into Ger- 
many and having the desired effect, 
as shown by speeches by the more in- 
dependent members of the rclchstag, 
and guarded articles in the less cowed 
newspapers. 


When a large fleet of American de- 


•troyori began 
hunting U-boats in 


European waters, the German people 
were told that the fleet consisted of a 
few ancient tubs that couldn't do the 
U-boats any harm. 


When Pershing's regulars landed In 


France, the German people were told 
that they were a mere handful of un- 
trained men who couldn't stand up 


of this country were willing to do what 
the kaiser and his crowd had told them 
they would not do—back up their gov- 
ernment with their dollars. 


America had been pictured to them 


as a divided nation, dragooned into the 
war by a British-loving president in 
collusion with munition makers and 
other capitalists; and here were mil- 
lions of Americans subscribing for 
three billions of 3 H per cent war bonds 
—a billion more than their president 
asked for. 


And now America is raising her sec- 


ond Liberty Loan at the very time the 
German people are more discouraged 
and more restless, and unless all signs 
fail are nearer to the point of revolu- 
tion than at any time during the war. 


A few weeks after tho world, in- 


cluding Germany, knows the result of 
this second loan, the.German reichstag 
will meet. 


.Can there be any doubt what the 


effect-of a flve-billion-dollar subscrip- 
tion to this loan will have on the reichs- 
tag? 


Can there be any doubt what tho 


effect would be on the hungry, war- 
weary, disillusioned German people?

But it is tho unalterable and 
unanswerable logic or the situation, en- 
tirely apart from anyone's opinion. 


That is why President Wilson and 


every member of his cabinet and every 
other official of tho government, why 
every man of influence and vision in 
the country, is pleading with you, men, 
women and children, to buy Liberty 
Bonds to the very limit of your finan- 
cial ability.

It Is the most elaborately and in- 


geniously hideous building; In 
the 


world. 
Architects usually put forth 


their skill to create something of beau- 
uodn }0jq stu.1 ;unq j-axn UBUI eqi :^ 
the landscape must have lain awake 
nights trying to devise new stunts in 
ugliness. 


The design Is a jumble of oriental 


minarets and towers done in tiles and 
the most amazing and Incongruous 
colors, bright blue and green, blue, 
green and yellow, blue and red, until 
the eye waters in protest against the j 
physical pain of looking at the thing. 


The walls are red and white, adorned 


with great pictures in mosaic. In the 
interior everything is mosaic, including 
a gigantic madonna done on the east 
wall at a staggering cost. 


The building stands on the spot 


where the bomb exploded and a piece 
of the original pavement of tha street 
is inclosed with railings. It shows the 
dent made in the stones by the fatal 
explosion. 


Great as the original cost of the 


chapel seems, it has been far exceeded 
by the value of the "expiatory offer- 
lings" in gold and silver that the cities 
and towns of Russia were compelled to 
bring in. The System having forced a 
revolt upon the people -was now forc- 
ing its victims to expiate their rebel- 
lion.

I how to waste monty, put it into a chan- 
delier," seemed to be the motto. 


A conspicuous feature of the Winter 


Palace is its chandeliers, which are 
said to be uneq.ua.led in the world for 
cost and beauty. There was one in the 
parlor of the suite we occupied that 
contained 1,200 pieces of cut glass and 
required months to construct. 
Yet 


compared with some of the others, ours j 
wasn't so much of a suite. In the great 
i 


ballroom are candeliers said to have | 
cost $300,000 each, which is equivalent | 
to about 620,000 days' work by the 
average Russian workingman as con- 
ditions were before the revolution. 
There lire so many pieces of glass in 
these contrivances and the pieces are 
woven together in such complicated 
designs that at a distance they look like 
gigantic blossoms of crystal. 


There is no question that these 


things are wonderful products of the 
skill and artistic sense of man, but they 
have not been used an average of once 
in two years since they were con- 
structed. 


One of the elaborate suites for royal 


visitors has been occupied but once in 
seventy-five years. All that time, year 
In and year out, it has been maintained 
at a huge expense. Tho paintings on 
the walls of this suite cost $1,300,000 
and are worth far more than that now. 
All these years they have hung there 
waiting for the eyes of some half-crazy 
European monarch to fall upon them 
and not one has so much as glanced at 
them. I told you in the beginning that 
this was the story of a madhouse. You 
can judge now whether I was right. 


Years came and went and the royal 


beds were made and the floors polished 
and the priceless furniture wiped and 
dusted and the silken hangings re- 
placed for guests that never appeared 
generation after generation. 


But at. last a use has t>een found for 


ths huge asylum, and the halls tha' 
have boon empty so long begin to re 
sound with busy feet—and that I mus 
tell you about next.

The other copy shows Art and his 
mother standing by their airplane 
ready to fly at Kakakashl. 


The following is taken from the 


Manchuria Daily News and will be of 
interest to Smith's many Fort Wayne 
friends: 


"The three special trains composed 


of box (covered) and gondola (open; 
cars accommodating In all 3,350 peo- 
ple, which were run from Dairen to 
Kakakashi .(the scene of Mr. Smith's 
flying exhibitions) were all packed to 
suffocation. It may be reminded that 
none of the cars had seating accom- 
modation, and men, women, and chil- 
dren, packed like sardines, had to be 
on their legs all the way to the destina- 
tion, unless they squatted on the floor 
like aborigines, which posture would

these passengers. One cost 40 sen. 


"Even on the ordinary passenger 


trains, of which there were three avail- 
able to intending visitors to. the.flying 
ground in time for the exhibition, no 
free pass was honoured yesterday.

downwards, had to pay the ordinary 
fare, excepting of course Mr. Smith,

"The last passenger train available
